BART DAVIT FREED. 


Murderer of Maplewood 
Grocer Paroled, Goes 
to Job as Steamfitter 
in Illinois. 


Bart Davit, former, St. Louis 
county hoodlum, was paroled to- 
day by the State Board of Proba- 
tion and Parole from the Missouri 
Penitentiary at Jefferson City, 


after’ serving 13 years of a life 
sentence for. murder. 

Davit, indicted but never tried 
for the kidnaping of Dr. I. D. 
Kelley in 1931, was convicted of 
the holdup murder of Paul Flueck, 
Maplewood grocer, who was shot 
to death in his store Feb. 20, 1932. 


He was identified two years later 
by Flueck’s wife and daughter 
after his photograph was pub- 
lished in connection with the Kel- 
ley kidnaping. 

The life-term convict was pa- 
roled to the Illinois Parole Board 
through an interstate parole and 
probation agreement. Now 51 
years old, Davit left the peniten- 
tiary this morning and departed 
with his wife for Havana, III., 
Where he has a job waiting for 
him as a steamfitter, it was said. 

O. J. Creach, chairman of the 
Missouri Parole Board, denied 
that any St. Louis politicians or 
members of the Legislature had 
been active in Davit’s behalf. 

The Post-Dispatch received in- 
formation four months ago that 
State Senator Edward J. (Jelly- 
roll) Hogan and other St. Louis 
politicians hoped to obtain paroles 
for Davit, Isadore Londe and 
Felix (Hoosier) McDonald. Londe, 
a member of the old Egan gang, 
is serving 25 years for bombing. 
McDonald, an associate of Davit, 
is serving 60 years for the Kelley 
kidnapping. His application for 
parole is pending. 

Donald Bunker, executive secre- 
tary of the parole board, said the 
two persons most active in the 
Davit parole were Davit's wife and 
Charles Charey of Springfield, III., 
business agent of Steamfitters’ Lo- 
cal 137. Charey obtained a job 
for Davit with the Midwest Piping 
& Supply Co, at Havana, Bunker 
said. Davit was a steamfitter 
when convicted of the Flueck 
murder, and followed that trade 
at the penitentiary. He had a 
good record as a prisoner ard re- 
ceived a favorable report for a 
parole from the prison classifica- 
tion office. 

The kidnaping charge against 
Davit in the Kelley case was dis- 
missed at Clayton on a defense 

March 17, 1944, making 
parole on the murder charge pos- 
sible, 

Davit was acquitted in St. 
county circuit court in 1932 of at- 
tempted kidnaping and robbery of 
Oscar Johnson II. 


In 1943, Representative Howard to 


Elliott of St. Louis county ap- 
peared before the parole board as 
Davit’s attorney. Former State 
Representative H. P. Lauf of Jef- 
ferson City also has appeared as 
counsel for Davit in past parole 
proceedings, which were unsuc- 
cessful 


Davit will be required to make 
parole reports to E. A. Marfel, 
superintendent of the Illinois Di- 
vision of Supervision of Paroles.

BERLIN, July 5 (AP)—The old 
four-power Kommandatura, which 
ruled Berlin until the Russians 
walked out last spring, was re- 
vived today by the deputy mili- 
tary governors. The decision was 
announced after a three-hour 
meeting of the deputies in the 
Allied Control Council building. 
The Kommandatura Was organ- 
ized in 1945 by the occupation 
authorities to provide four-power 
rule of Beflin along the same 
technical lines as the four-power 
organization that functioned for 
all of Germany. ; 

When the East-West disputes in 
Germany reached their peak in 
June 1948, the Kommandatura 
crumbled. After the Soviet block- 
ade was lifted, the Russians met 
several times with the Western 
commandants but each power 
made it plain this was not a re- 
vival of the old governing body. 
The four deputies issued a joint 
communique on today’s action, ex- 
plaining it was done to carry out 
the directive of the Paris foreign 
ministers’ conference. The Paris 
meeting had urged that the Big 
Four on the Berlin level, take 
measures to restore the city to 
normal.

3. Boost benefits under the in- 
surance program, probably by 
more than 50 per cent, to meet 
increased cost of living.

Truman, Aids Canvass Economic

President Drafting Special Message Ex- 
pected to Offer Proposals for Coping 
With Drop in Prices and Jobs. 


WASHINGTON, July 5 (AP)— 
President Truman talked over the 


general economic situation and the 
Government's financial position 
with his congressional leaders to- 
day. They reported no decision 
has been reached on whether he 
will ask Congress again for new 
taxes. 

Truman is working on a special 
economic message which is expect- 
ed to carry recommendations for 
programs to meet the declining 
price and employment situation. 

Charles Ross, Presidéntial. press 
secretary, said the message prob- 
ably will go to Congress next 
week. He said the President spent 
hours working on rough drafts 
during his weekend cruise, but 
that there is “a great deal of 
work” still to be done on the 
message. 

In his. State-of-the-Union mes- 
sage of last January, Truman 
asked for anti-inflation measures 
and for four billion dollars of new 
taxes. Since then, the economic 
picture has changed considerably 
and the Government has finished 
its fiscal year (ending June 30) 
with a $1,800,000,000 deficit. 

Prospects are that revenues will 
decline further in the current fis- 
cal year, but some Congress mem- 
bers argue that higher taxes would 
slow down business. 

1961 Budget Discussed.

For the first time since 1928, at- 
tendance at white grade schools is 
on the rise, Superintendent of In- 
struction Philip J. Hickey report- 
ed to the instruction committee of 
the Board of Education today.

the IG Farbenindustrie, the enormous German 
chemical combine, which supplied the Nazi war 
machine and operated, mass murder camps for 
the “master race.“ According to a report by the 
Senate subcommittee during the war “The du 
Pont company apparently has an understanding 
that many, if not all, of its cartel agreements. 
will be resumed after the war. The termination 
of the exchange of technical information be- 


tween du Pont and IG Farben in April 1941 was 


intended to endure ‘until the present emergency 
has passed’ with ‘all other obligations in the con- 
tracts to remain as at present.. 

How can smalier business penetrate the mar- 
ket which du Pont seeks to monopolize? How 
can consumers protect their interests by taking 
the best of several bids in quality and price, 
when bigness sees to it that they are offered the 
choice of only one Bid?

er is in the kind of action which the. Justice

Coal's Three-Day Week Begins 

By decision of John L. Lewis, the American 
soft coal industry now starts a three-day work 
week. On its surface, this is heralded as a con- 
cession by the president of the United Mine 
Workers. He has dropped the union's old rule 
of “no contract, no work.” Instead, the short 
week is to be worked at least until a new con- 
tract is signed. : 

Had something like this occurred five or six 
years ago, there would have been an outcry from 
coast to coast. ‘The Président probably would 
have been urged to seize the mines. But now

Wallace is wrong. The split between East and 
West was not manufactured by the West alone, 
and will not be made permanent by the North 
Atlantic pact alone.

Such opponents of the pact as Missouri’s Sen- 
ator Forrest Donnell are correct when they be- 
wail the treaty on the ground that it represents 
a change in our policies in international rela- 
tions. But that is no reason to oppose the pact. 

There has been a fundamental change in 
American opinion. Americans no longer believe 
that they can find security behind the Atlantic 
Ocean and a wall of isolationism. Americans now 
believe that their security can be found only 
in the collective security for which the League 
of Nations strove. 

Opponents contend that the pact will commit 
the United States to go to war, if one of the na- 
tions of Western Europe is attacked. This, they 
say, violates the Constitution. If the treaty is 
signed, there would be unquestionably a moral 
obligation for the United States to go to war if 
war is necessary to defeat an armed attack on 
Western Europe, but our foreign policy, sup- 
ported by virtually all Americans, has created 
such an obligation, even without the pact. 

The United States has much to gain and noth- 
ing to lose by ratifying the treaty. If we sign 
it, we are merely agreeing in writing to do 
those things we would do anyway, including 
war, if necessary. : 

If we don’t sign it, we will squander in. one

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Hoysing for the Services 

Representative Melvin Price of East St. Louis 
makes an appeal for civilian support of. federal 
legislation authorizing construction of housing 
units at Air Force bases throughout the nation.

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Not Enough to Go Around 


Curtis A. Betts’ preliminary review of the 
1949 session of the Missouri Legislature, printed 


in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, shows that Gov. 


Smith was almost entirely ignored in his re- 
quests for legislation of any consequence. 

The “almost” can be omitted. The only bill 
of ‘any real value proposed by Gov. Smith in 
his inaugural, which came through both cham- 
bers at Jefferson City, is that setting up real 
absentee voting procedure. Since the Post- 
Dispatch and others have worked for an ab- 
sentee voting law for at least a dozen years, this 
can hardly be seen as a personal’ accomplish- 
ment of Forrest Smith,  . 

This situation reflects more than the fact that 
Gov. Smith lacks the qualities of leadership 
which a state executive should have. It indi- 
cates, as Mr. Betts suggests, that, even if it were 
desirable, Forrest Smith is so deep in politics 
that he could not rely on patronage of a Gov- 
ernor to assist his measures, 

That is, Forrest Smith has so many personal 
associates among county and other political 
workers over the state, from his many years in 
the Auditor’s office, that he had little or nothing 


left in the way of appointments with which to 


sweeten the Legislature. 

Now and then a state elects a Governor who 
is go little acquainted in the world of politics 
that he falls short in his dealings with profes- 


sional politicians around the State Capitol. In 


Forrest Smith, Missouri has something new and 
at the other extreme. Gov. Smith is so steeped 
in politics, he has so wide a political acquaint- 
anceship, that he is handicapped by it all. 

Come to think of it, if Forrest Smith were to 
function through use of patronage, he would 
need to have about as many appointments to 
make in Missouri as a President has in the 
country at large. And even that might not take 
care of him!

At the National Bureau of Standards, 
Washington, D. C., eight men put their 
signatures to an agreement which climaxed 
an effort of 30 years’ standing. 

Representing government and industry of 
Canada, the United Kingdom and the 
United States, they signed a Declaration of 
Accord unifying the 
American and Brit- 
ish systems of screw 


thread standards. Dr.

This action, seem- 
ingly slight, was 
promptly hailed by 
engineers and indus- 
trialists as the most 
advanced single step 
taken since war's end 
to assure long-run 
savings in production ‘ 
costs. And it focuses Oe, ines 
attention on the little-realized impact of 


_ standardization in the lives of people every- 


where. 

Broadly considered, standardization is 
the foundation of industrial strength and 
general material wealth. Consider, for in- 
stance, the effect on total production in 
the United States if each manufacturer of 
a complex product adopted a policy of hav- 
ing all component parts different from the 
parts of other products. 


The industria] might of the United States 
would be a myth were it not for the 
achievement of a high degree of parts 
standardization. 

And this adds to your comfort and con- 
venience as an individual, too. Think a 
moment about the many items which have 
become standardized in the United States: 
sizes of bed mattresses and springs, house 
door sizes, electric lamp bases, automatic 
pencil lead, map symbols, radio tubes, sup- 
ply voltage for homes, railroad track gauge, 
traffic control signals, and 80 on. 


But at the international level the picture. 


is different. Take, for instance, the com- 
plications arising out of the non-standasd- 
ization of the screw thread. 

British industry has been using a screw 
thread having an angle of 55 degrees. and 
a thread form, with rounded crests and 
roots, American manufacturing has been 
based on a screw thread with a 60-degree 
angle and flat crests and roots. Canadian 
industry, trying to trade with both Brit- 


ish and United States industry, has had to 
use both standards. 

Since screw thread parts were not inter- 
changeable in the countries, the manufac- 
turing nation had to supply and distribute 
such parts along with the equipment it 
wished to market in a foreign area. The 
purchaser was always uneasy about the 
availability of parts. 

During the two World Wars, it was a 
matter of life or death to supply parts. 

Now the unification agreement provides 


for a standard screw thread with a 60-de- 


gree angle and a rounded root for the 
threads. The crest of the thread may be 
flat as preferred in the United States, or 
rounded as preferred in Britain. 

The standardization will mean extensive, 
though not complete, interchangeability of 
threaded parts. But the three govern- 
ments and the national standardization or- 
ganizations—the British Standards Institu- 
tion, the Canadian Standards Association, 
and the American Standards Association— 
will carry on continuing programs in these 
and in related fields. 

It is expected that the transition to the 
new standard by industry within each na- 
tion will be completed in the next few 
years. 

Because almost all mechanisms and struc- 
tures of modern technologic societies are 
held together by fasteners—bolts, nuts, 
screws, rivets—the unification of screw 
thread standards should greatly facilitate 
international trade. The citizens of three 
free nations will mutually profit. 

The unified system of screw threads is 
expected to be extended to other English- 
speaking nations and work will continue on 
developing standards. Some fundamental 
measurements—such as units of time, azi- 
muth and electricity have already been 
standardized throughout the world. 

Others, such as units of force (including 
weight) and space (including length or 
distance, area and volume), and units of 
money are urgently needed, The latter 
holds greater promise of benefit than any 
other but is impractical Without political 
union. 

Free men have long known how to co- 
operate for their benefit through stand- 
ardization on a national scale. They are 
now learning how to increase the benefits 
through standardization on an international 
acale. 

If they can also quickly learn that union 
with other nations of free men will facili- 
tate international standardization, there 
may yet be inaugurated, within our life- 
time, a vast new era of industrial progress.

Writer's Need for Freedom 


WHAT IS LITERATURE?, by Jean-Paul Sartre, Trans- 
lated by Bernard Frechtman. (Philosophical ‘Library, 
306 pgs., $4.75.) 

The preface to that monumental work on 
modern semantics, Korzybski's 
and Sanity,” suggests that the reader, 
whenever he doesn’t understand, should 
just go on reading as though he did.

Dr. Carl Dean Thompson Dies. 
LINCOLN, Nebr., July 5 (AP)-— 
Dr. Carl Dean Thompson, widely 
known authority on public owner- 
ship of public utilities, died Sun- 
day night. He was 79 years old. 
He came to Lincoln three weeks 
ago to make his home with a 
sister, Mrs. Jessie Winchester. He 
ornagnzed the Public Ownership 
League of America 35 years ago 
and was editor of the publication,

UNSHINE is good for babies, the doctors say and mothers 
agree and in that faith they try to give the babies all 
the sunshine possible. 

But sunshine can be dangerous. The baby’s skin is 
delicate and easily burned by direct sunshine and careful 
mothers go slowly in subjecting to its full direct heat. When 
gunbaths are given the doctor’s directions should be care- 
fully followed. Some babies can never be allowed full sun- 
shine on their bodies, some may have it under limited con- 
ditions and the doctor in charge will know what to do. 

One thing all mothers may do and know they are acting 
wisely: shield the baby’s eyes from driect sunlight. It is a 
mistake to let a baby lie in his carriage with the sunlight
